This P/alm is a ſolemn form uſed by the Jewiſb Church or 
ſuch occaſions : ?Tis not material to explain to you the fir 
occaſion of its being made ; it ſufficiently appears from my 
Text (which is the IntroduCtion to it) that it was deſigned 
as a ſolemn return of Praiſe to God for redeeming the 1/raclite; 


from Captivity, for delivering them trom their Enemies, and ' 


bringing them back to their own Country, whence they had 

been driven by Violence and Oppreſlion, wer/. 39, 40. 
Now this is-f6 exaQtly out Caſe; andthe deſign of our 

preſent appearing in this place, that I think there is no more 


incumbent on me, than to endeavour to beget in you a due | 


ſenſe of it, and to ſtir you up to an hearty acknowledgment 
of God's preſent Mercies to us ; and I promiſe my felt fome 
ſucceſs in this undertaking, and that the conſideration of the 
following Particulars will make the ſame impreſſion on eve. 
ry body concerned, as it hath done on me. 

Firſt therefore, Let us conſider our Deliverance. 

And Secondly, The Returns we are obliged to make for it, 

In our D-verance we ought to reflett, 

I. On the depth of the Contrivance and Deſign againſt 
us, from which God has graciouſly been pleaſed at this time 
ro deliver us. 

; TI.On the great extent of it. All Princes in Earope,eſpecially 
fuch as abr the Reformed Religion, —_ {truck at by it. 
1}; On the miraculous Concurrence of. Providencesfer 
our deliverance, in breaking this Dehign ſo deeply laid, and 
vigorouſly proſecuted. 

You all have ſuffered fo much by this Deſign,. and the 
memory of your Dangers and Deliverance from it 1s ſo freſh 
before you, that I need not trouble you with the particulars 
of it :'*? I' was, in ſhort, to defiroy you and your Religion, and 
enflave all Exrope:under the Tyranny of the French King, 

1. The depth of this Deſign appears, 1ſt, Fromthe lengehot 


time, wherein it has been formed and carrying on, Some, and 
= not 
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not without reaſon,date it from the very beginning of the Re- 
formation ; ſome from the Reſtauration of the Royal Family, 
ind ſome from the Pyrexean Peace ; bur as it anmblincely 
concerns theſe Kingdoms, we can trace it by many Foor-ſteps 
from the Year 1670. fince which time, not only we, but all 
Europe, have groaned under the fatal effeQts of 1t : Asto this 
neon of Ireland, we find a Scheme of it laid down at large 
ina Paper formerly found in the Earl of Tyrconne!l's Houle ; 
then Collonel Talbot, dated July 1671. ſuppoled tobe drawn 
up by his Brother Peter Talbot, then Tirular Archbiſhop of 
Dublin, and accidently dropt about that time; ſeveral Copies 
of which have for many years been id Proteſtants hands, ' In 
this Paper are propoſed, The modelling the Army. The admit- 
tilg Papiſts into Corporations. The'bringing them to ſerve 
n Civil and Military Imployments, and the raiſing a vaſt Ar- 
my of them to be tranſported into Eze/and on occaſion. 

One Particular in this Paper is remarkable. *Tis in theſe 
words ; The Toleration of the Roman Catholick Religion in 
England being granted, ard the Inſolency of the Hollanders ta- 
ten down, « Confederacy with France, which can influence Eng- 
oland, as Scotland can alſo, will rogether by God's bleſſing make 
his Majeſty's Monarchy Abſolute and Real : Where we ſee that 
the Deſign was to make the King Abfolute ; and the means 

poſed, Toleration of Popery, a War with Holland, and a 
gue with Frazxce, all which were at that time par in pra- 
tice, and have been proſecuted vigoroully to this Dog. 

But 24/y, We ſhall better underftand the depth of this De- 
ignagainſt us, if we refleQ on the Power, Policy, and Num- 
ter of the Perſons engaged. The Power and Money of Fraxce, 
the Cunning and Craft of the Jeſuits, the numerous and bi- 
mtted Roman Clergy, the Wealth and Arms of England, 
vere all to be employed to our Ruine; the, Indigent and de- 
herate Papifts of Ireland were to be armed, and let looſe up- 
mn us : The Common Enemy of Chriſtians, the Twrks and 

B 2 Rayaging 
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Ravaging Tarters were called into Chriſtendom to promote 
this Delign, and their deſtruQive methods of managin 
Wars by univerſal Slaughters, havock and burnings, brought 
into-pratice by the more Unchriſtian Frexch : and-ro Crown 
their Deſign for the general Slavery and Deſolation of E,. 
rope, Proteſtants were cajoled, bribed or compelled to fight a. 
gainſt, perſecute and devour one another. All which might 
be proved by undeniable Inſtances, if this Sermon were I 
Ngned for a Hiſtory, 

But-3dly, We may have a further Idea of the depth of this 


Contrivance from which God has hitherto delivered us, if we - 


confider the Methads uſed for effeCQting it : Had it been hatch. 
ed.in;:Hell, it could not have been more a myſtery of Iniquity 
thanit, was; more Black and V illanous means could not have 
been applied to bring, it to perfeQion. 

For 1/#, We find Wicked and Treacherous Leagues and 
Confpiracies entred-into in order to carry it on: One of which 
is more eſpecially notorious and remarkable for its folly and 
falſhood; A League ſo contrary to all ſenſe as well as fauth,that 
the great Princes concerned in it are yet aſhamed to own it; a 
League ſo miſchievqus to Europe in general,and ſo deſtruQtive 
to England in particular, that it has brought them to the very 
brink of deſtrution : and it is only God*s miraculaus Proyi- 
dence that could, or yet can preſerve them : A League that 
broke the Ballance of Eurepe, ſa carefully preſerved by our 
wile Forefathers, and vy that means has advanced one, by de- 
prefling and fiaking all the reſt. This is that fatal Confederacy 
with Fraxce,propoled in the forementioned Paper : Theſe are 
the Engagements of. Frie p awd. Alliance which Monlieur 
D.ctuees, the, French Ambaſſador, tells the States of Holland, 
in his Memort | PTE 8 9. 1688, the King his Maſter had 
with the Kjng of Greet. Britein : This is the Secret Treaty Ab- 
bat Prem tells ys his. Britannick Maje/ty digned inthe Tear 1670. 
mbereby he ſhould hate. ſecured. to him an ahſolute Authority over 


his 
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('s | 
bir Parliament, and the ve-e/tablifbment of the Roman Cathcolick 
Religion in bis three Kingdoms ; This is the Alliance with 
France which Maleony the Popiſh Biſhop of K;4atoo in a Letter 
of his to Biſhop Tyre# of March 8h, 1689. ( the Original 
whereof was found amongſt the Biſhop's Papers, and is rea- 
ty to be qr ) is ſo very angry that ſome Trimmers (as 
he calleth them) ab/zzed King James to diſown ; and this is 
the very ſource and fountain of all the preſent Calamities of 
Exrope, but more particularly of ours. 

A ſecond method of carrying on of this Conſpiracy to 


I Ruin us, was by corrupting Miniſters, by granting large Pen- 


fons, and multiplying Bribes. I with this means of promoting 
this wicked deſign had ſtopped at Miniſters, and that the ho- 
nour of Princes had fet them above the ſuſpicion of raking 
bribes; for we are willing to think that it ſhauld be below the 
Majeſty of a Crowned head to turn Penſioner, or to ſell his 
Crown or People for Lows a? Ors. 

A third means for car: ying on this Contrivance againſt us, 
was Murthering and Poyloning; an Art too much praftiſed of 
late in ſome Courts : and 'tis obſervable, that wherever the 
Life of a Proteſtant ftands between a Papiſ# and an Inheri- 
tance, it is of no long continuance ; nor doth any Prince be- 
gin co appear vigorous or terrible to Fraxce, but he is in dan- 
xer to be taken off inthe prime of his age, and that not with» 
out ſuſpicion of foul play ; witneſs Prince Lews of Branden« 
kargh,and the Duke of Zorr4in. There is much Gold in France, 
and there are every where wicked men ready to be bribed ta 
do any thing ; and *cis not ſuppoſed of ſome, that they ſcruple 
much to make the experiment what it 15 able to do. | 

But 4:h1y, Where rhey could not Murther Proteſtant Princes, 
(it is hard to ſay where they have nor attempted it) they en- 
deayour to defeat them of their Succeſſion. We all are ſati(> 
fed that this was the only womb that conceived a Prince of 


1 Wales for us, and-gave him a Birth. . There was ag attempt = 
| r 
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the ſame kind inthe days of Queen Mary, which did not ſuc. 
celd rotheir mind; but time and experience make men wiſer. 
hence it is that the contrivance that proved abortive then,did 
with us come to perfeQion ; but in ſuch a manner, that ar the 
fame rate (if allowed) we might be ſure never to fail of an 
Heir to defeat a Proteſtant Succeſſor. 


A fifch means of promoting this deſign, was by calling the | 
Turk into Europe, and by ſupporting that common Enemy of | 


Chriſtianity to the ruin of thoſe that profeſs the holy name of 
Chriſt. And the Frexch King,that he might embroil Chriſten. 
dom by Sea as well as by Land, has made his Pride ſtoop.to 
his Intereſt, and condeſcended to buy a Peace with the 4]. 
2erines, Covenanting with them, to aſſiſt them in their Pi- 
racies, and their enſlaving Chriſtians. A Man and his deſigns 
are known by his Friends and Confederates : Now the French 


King's Allies are the Bandity of Italy, the Pirates of Algiers, | 


the Turks and Tartars of Aſia, and the Tories of Ireland: What 
a mercy of God is it, to give us a Deliverance from the Con. 
{piracy and Deſigns of ſuch Monſters ! 

The depth of this Deſign appears from a ſixth method uſed 


to effeft it, and that was to ſtir up and animate one party of ! 
Proteſtants to bite and devour another. *Tis not bare diffe. ' 


rence of Opinion that makes men of different SeQts ſo ſtrange 
and unſociable to one another, as we commonly obſerve them 
tobe;but their ſtrangeneſs and enmiry proceeds either from in- 
tereſt, or from ſome peculiar Principle that obliges them to 
perſecute and deſtroy all that difter from them, tho in a trifle, 
Where neither of theſe happen,or where men of different Opi- 
nions are not encouraged or ſuffered to hurt one another, we 
ſee they live very eaſily and lovingly together,of which Holand 
is an undeniable inſtance,and likewiſe this City under our late 
common ſufferings, in which the generality of Proteſtants not- 
withſtanding their difference in Judgment, lived with much 
mutual confidence and friendſhip: but it is a Principle of the 
Roman

ten Church,that everyPrince is obliged to root out and de. 
fro all Herericks out of his Dominions,and that under no lefs 
penalty than Depoſition, This 1s required of Princes by the 


ICouncils of Lateran and Conſtance, and all Popiſh States and 


Yinces have been fo true to it 1n their practice, that I do not 
remember that there has been, nor believe that there is at this 


J:reſent,any Prince or State of that Perſuaſion,who doth Tole- 


ate any Religion beſides their own in their Country, where 


-Yihey are able ro ſuppreſs it with ſafety tothemſelves:and they 


hve generally been ſo eager upon it,that many have attempt- 
«it to their own deſtruction. No wonder therefore' if their 
ferſons and Religion be very odious to men of different per- 
ſwaſions, ſince every body naturally hates one that is always 
rady to do him a miſchief. But I wiſh that they had kept this: 
ſrinciple to themſelves, and not induſtrioufly ſowed it a- 
nongſt Proreſtants,among whom they firlt by their Emiſſaries 


" Jow falſe DoQArines and raiſe Schiſms, and then ſer up others 


pperſecute and deſtroy thoſe whom they themſelves have ſe- 
tuced. And when they have prevailed with one Party tobair, 
yorry and exaſperate another to the height, they then take 
them off for a time,and put the Rods and Axes into the hands 


Jifthe oppreſſed3 and whilſt they yer ſmart under their ſuffer. 
” _ Jigs, they (tir them up and encourage them to revenge them- 


elves on their perſecutors. By which Arts they makethe breach 
rmeconcilable and the difference, tho inconſiderable in ir felf, 
become the ground of aneternal Schiſm and Feud between 
the parties whom they have thus daſhed againſt one another. 

We all know that theſe were the methods uſed to ſet us to- 
_w by the ears ever lince the JE ;and in the two 

| Reigns *rwas particularly obſervable,that Toleration and 
Perſecution ſucceeded one another by turns, and were timed 
uſt as they ſerved molt effectually to ſet People a madding a+ 
inſt one another. One day the Laws muſt all be put in exe- 
wtion,and none mult be a favourite that would not beforward 
ro

to execute them;the next day thePerſecution muſt not oaly j; 
ſtopped, but the inſtruments of it expoled to the revenge gf 
thoſe they had exaſperated,and forced to take their turn in ſuf. 
fering, bythe Attions and Law-ſuits of fuch as they hag 
wronged. Thus the common Conſpirators againſt our Peace, 
Liberty, and Religion, blew the coals and kindled a flame a. 
mongl(t us that was like todevour us all : and 'ris God's grea 
mercy that we bave eſcaped ir. Theſe are a few of choſe con. 
ſiderations which might be offered to ſhew the depth of this 
deſign,from which our good God has graciouſly redeemed uy, 

II. But I haſte to the Second Head of my'* Diſcourle, 
whence we may have occaſion to magnify God's goodnelsin 
our Deliverance ; and that is from the extent'of the deſign 
againſt us, which was equal to its depth ; it being of a vaſt 
and comprehenſive Nature. | 

The true and great deſign was to ſatisfy the ambition of the 
King of Fraxce by advancing him to the univerſal Monarchy df 
the Weſt,: England might be cullied and wheedled with the 
imaginary pleaſure of Maſtering his Parliament, of getting his 
wall of his People, and ſetling Pogery : Holland with the hopes 
of gainand a free Trade; The Pope and Emperor with the ſpea- 
ous pretence of re-eſtabliſhing theCatholick Religion:but the 
true and bottom-deſign was to enſlave Exrope, and to make 


the Frexch King as great and as pernicious to the WeſternPrin- F 


ces and States, as the Turk has been to the Eaſtern, Andt 
did not miſs the matter, who in the Emblem repreſented the 
twoas ſawing the Globe aſunder, whilſt the King of Exe/inds 
part was to pour in Oil to make the work more ealie for them: 


2 thing ſo deſtruQtive to the true intereſt of his Crown, that it F# 
is a miracle how he could be prevailed on to accept of the 


employment, much more how he ſhould be able to prevall 
with his Subjefts to affiſt him in it. Whatever be pretendedot 


the ubborneſs or ungovernableneſs of the People of thele 


Nations31t certainly argued a very paſſive and ſubmiſhve tem- 
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xrin them to give Money fo liberally,and to Fight fo fiercely 
gthey c1d,to deſtroy themſelves and their te! /ow Proteſtants,

" | Secondly, The Deſign was univerſal, and aimed at the de- 
* Jimfion and efſlaving all the Kingdoms and States ol Exrope :

I muſt reckon it as a ſixth, That the States of Holand ſhould 
without \ſcruple truft their AN into His Majeſty's Hand,andhe 
content torun his fortune ; which they plainly did in his Expe 
gition. We all know that the mired Netherlands are a free Pe 
ple, moſt Jealous of their Liberty,and who have done and (uf 
fered more to maintain it, than perhaps any Natioa in the 
World. And as they are jealous of their Liberty,ſo they are clok 
and wary,and not apt to venture too much at one ſtake, Now 
that 'ſfuch a People ſhould commit the abſolute diſpoſal of they 
Navy, their Armies, and their Money, the very-Sinews of their 
State, to one Man, and venture all in the ſame Bottom with 
him,was an uuboundee Truſt and Kindneſs,as his Majeſty himidf 
is faid to have expreſied it tothe. They truſted not only him, 
but the Winds and Seas for his ſake : And tho' they, had ſuch 
antire confidence in his Condu@ and Faith, as not to ask him 
what he deſigned, yet the hazard of a Winter-Voyage, whear 
the whole of their State 'was\at once-expoicd to the Mercy 
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i Tempeſt, was ſufficient to have ſtumbled them, had not the 
ame God, that inclined the hearts of Frae/ as of one man to- 
wards David, knit their hearts to him and made them tender 
of his Life and Perſon, where they without heſitarion ventured 
their State. 

7thly. It muſt be ownedas an effect of the ſame Providence, 
that King Fames's Courtand Miniſters were ſo blinded,that chey 
could not ſce into his preſent Majeſty's deſigns : And fo lecure 
that they would not give credit to the many Advices given 
them of theſe Preparations, of w hich we can give no other ac- 
count than that of Fob, Chap.5.1 3. He taketh the, wiſe in their 
wn craftineſs, and the councel of the froward is carried headlong ; 
they meet with darkneſs in the day, and grope in the noouday, as 
in the night. 

8/hly. I ſhall only mention King Fames'sdeſerting his Army 
in England, on which if he had ablolutely caſt hinwelt, and de- 
pended on their Fidelity, it is certain by what has happened 
ſace,that a great part of them would have ſtood by him. There 
were enough to make a vigorous Oppoſition, who were wil- 
log to run his Fortune, if God had not enfeebled their 
Courage, and put fear in their Hearts. It was this opened the 
way toone of the greateſt Revolutions that ever happened in 
that Kingdom,almoſt without a drop of blood; which muſt te 
owned as a (ingular Providence. 

gthly. It was an over-reaching act of Providence, to make 
that the Key to open a way for our ſettlement, which was pro- 
xRted by our Enemies, as the certain means to embroll us for 
ever. I ſuppoſe no body doubts, but thoſe who adviſed King 
James to! deſert the Kingdom , believed, that we could never 
come to a ſettlement without him : and yet the event proved 
diretly contrary to their expeQation ; for his preſence in all 
probability had been fuch a rub to our ſettlement, that it had 
tot been eaſie to get over it. It was indeed ſtrange we ſhould 
ome to a Reſolution ſo ſoon,eſpecially where the weight of the

matter was ſo great, and the opinions of men fo divided, that 
in the near equality ef voices, the wiſeſt could not foreſee how 
it would end, till Heaven it ſelf determined it. For whatelf 
could have brought ſuch different Intereſts and Judgments ty 
acquieſce in the concluſion ? 

Neither, in the rob place, muſt we imagine that the ſtrange 
and abſurd divifion of Proteſtants in England into Jacobite, 
and W:illiamites, happened without a Providence. Whatever 
ſence ſome may have of it in other reſpe&s, we of this King, 
dom muſt own itas a great and {ignal Mercy.King Fames and his 
adherents here reckoned upon a itrong and numerous Party iq 
Exgland,and were affraid if they had utterly deſtroyed us, that 
they ſhonld have loſt them, and therefore in many caſes were 
obliged to bear an eaſier hand towards us, than otherwiſe 
they would have done. And whatever Favour or Forbearance 
we received from them, was intirely due to this conſideration, 
This was the uſe God made of this FaQtion, and now it has 
ſerved his purpoſe, I hope he will extinguiſh it. 

' x1thly, God in his Providence fo ordered it, that King 
Fames found an unexpeRed diverſion in /reland, that employ. 
ed all his Forces till things were fetled in England, and till his 


| preſent Majeſty had leiſure to break the Enemies power in Scot- 


laxd, and prepare for the Conqueſt of Ireland. Had King Jane; 
on his Landing in /reland, found no oppoſition in it, but been 
intirely at Liberty to joyn his Forces with that Party that ap 
peared for him in our nerghbouring Kingdom, every one is ſen- 
ſible, how fatal the event might have proved, not only to Ey- 
land, but alſo to the Liberty of all Exrope. But it pleaſed God 
to find him work here by an unexpected Oppoſition, which 
not only imployed, but rufned his beft men and loſt him ſuc 
an Opportunity as never could again be expected. If we confider 
the Places and Perſns that made this Oppoſition, it is a Mirack 
that they ſhould undertake,much more that they ſhould ſucceed 
in it, and it looks as if God Almighty in his No 
rai 
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raiſed them up for that junRure,and inſpired them with Reſo- 
lution 1n an extraordinary manner,to ſhew his power in their 
weakneſs, and his care of us, in the ſeaſonablenefs of their un- 
dertaking. Our Enemies were very ſenſible of the unlucki- 
neſs of this accident, as they called it , and curſt Derry and 
Eniskillin, as the occaſion of the ruin of their affairs. 

r12thly. It was certainly a great Providence to us, that his 
Majeſty in perſon ſhould undertake the Reduction of Jreland. 
At a time, and in fuch circumſtances, that King James and his 
Party judged ir impollible, and promiſed themſelves, that they 
had made him ſuch work at home, that he ſhould rather fear 
an Invaſion from Yreland, than think of an Expedition into it. 
But the Providence of God by his ſingle Courage and Reſolute 
on broke all their meafures,znd put them out ot thoſe metheds, 
which they imagined ſo well concerted, that it muſt be impof- 
ſible to defeat them. 

r3thly. Can it be aſcribed toany thing elſe than a ſingular 
Providence, that they ſhould miſtake themſelves, and diſregard 
the advices,or rather (as they themſelves uſed to call them) cher 
Orders from France, (0 as to put themſelves to the hazard of a 
Battel, when delay was ſo much their intereſt whatever it coſt 
them, and ſo eafie to them had they not been infatuated 2 

14thly. It was no leſs an over-ruling Providence, that an 
Army fo well Trained, Diſciplined,and Armed, and fo advanta- - 
giouſly poſted,ſhould make fo little oppoſition. The advantage 
of their Poſt by all inteliigent men wasreckoned above three to 
one; and it had been impoſſible to beat them from it,had not 
the God of Battels enfeebled their hearts, and animated his 
Majeſty to an Atrempr, thar ſeems next in ſtrangeneſs to that 
of Jonathan's on tie Philiſtines : and which perhaps only his 
Majeſty of all men living would have attempted. 

15thly, Add to this, the ſtrange panick fear rhat ſeized the 
vanquiſhed.

He had certainly a peculiar deſign 1a 
ving us trom the hands of our Enemies, by fo many and { 
remarkable Providences, even that we might ſerve him with. 
out . fear, Let us therefore employ thoſe Lives , Liber. 
ties, Eſtates and Churches to his Service , that he has pre 
ſerved for us, and reſtored to us. Let us avoid thoſe Pro- 
vocations that induced him to bring fuch heavy Judgment 
upon us : and let us remember , how eaſie it is for him to 
bring us to a condition much worſe than that from whence 
he delivered us; and aſſure our ſelves, that if inſtead of 
ſerving him, we ferve his Enemies, the Devil, and our Lufts, 
he will make his Providence as ſignal in our future puniſh 
ment, as it has been in our preſent deliverance. It were ez 
fie to point out the Sins that provoked God, and occaſioned 
our Jate Sufferings, and the ſame Cauſes will glways have the 
ſame Effects. | 

2dly. 1.et us own God's goodneſs to us in our late Suffer 
ings; how in the midſt of his Anger he remembred Mercy; 
how he made our Sufferings eaſier to us than we expetted, 
and Relieved us ſooner than we cou'd have reafunably ime 
gined. He continued us among the Living, when we ex- 
peed Death. He gave us Hearts to bear up under our 
Preſſures ; and made- us Unanimous and Kind to one ano- 
ther. He preſerved us from Famine and Peſtilence, which 
we feared; and granted us, for the moſt part, opportunity 
of meeting together, to Worſhip him; and in many thing 
rather afforded our Enemies an occaſion of ſhewing ther 
Malice, and wicked Intentions againſt us, than of exccutiog 
them. So that we muſt acknowledge with the Pſalmi/t, that the 


Lord has chaſtned and corretted us,but hath not given us over uti 
death, | ; 3d\y 
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;4y. Tet. ns be thankful ro God for our Deliverers, and 
thank: to th2cm for the great Pains they have taken, and 
the great Dangers they have run to effe& it. This is in a 
manner all we can return them at preſent, for all the Pains 
1nd Coſts they have been at for us; and for all the Generofity 
they” have thewed towards us; our Enemies having difabled 
win a great meaſure either ro help our ſelves, or make any 
Kribution to them. However, what we can do, let us do 
chearfully. And let us return at leaſt our hearty Acknowledg- 
ments and Prayers to God for them : Eſpecially for Their 
Majeſtics, whoſe parts have bcen ſo fignal 1n ir, that they re- 
viie in our minds the Memories of the ancient Hero's 
the Kings and Queens of England, the Edwards, Flenries, 
ind Elizabeth, that made us fafe at Home, and dread- 
ful to our Neighbours, If we conſider what we have 
ken the King do in /re/and, and what part her Maje- 
ly in the mean time ated in England, it muſt be our own 
fults if we are not a happy People under ſuch Princes, and 
ve muſt be very ungrateful both to God and them, it weare 
not ſenſible of his goodneſs, in bleſſing us with ſuch Gover- 


| Yours ; either of which ſeems capable of Governing much 
\Ylger Territories, than they yet poſſeſs; And I hope, as 


they are entitled to them , ſo in time they will acquire 
them. | 

atbly. Let us ſpare no Pains nor Coſt to perfect this Happy 
Work of our Deliverance ; and let us remember, that if tlus 
tid not happened, we muſt have loſt our Eſtates and Liber- 
ty, and perhaps tegether with them our Lives. Who would 
not within theſe lait, three years have given one half of his 
ſtate to ſave the other > And then what great matter if 
wegive half of our Incomes for ſome years, to enable Their 
Majzſties to ſecure the whole to us, ſinze whatever it coſt 
w, 'ris but reſtoring part of what we have faved, or had re- 
lored by Their means.

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5thiy. Let us not Grudge or Murmur at the Hardſhips of 
Difficulties, with which we may be obliged to ſtruggle for 4 
few years. No great Cure was ever perfected without put. 
ting the Patient to ſome pain, and then why ſhould we ex 
pe&t it 2 thoſe that ſaw not what we ſuficred under the late 
Government, may think ſome things hard at preſent. But 1 
obſerve, that the People of this Kingdom,that ſcem to havethe 
greateſt cauſe to complain, are beſt ſatisfied ; which gives usre 
ton to ſuſpe@, that if any complain, 'ris rather from their di 
fatisfactionwith the preſefit Government,than their particulg 
uncafineſs. And I am atraid ſome among|t us are become like 
the Roman Common-Wealth in the time of Sy/a, which, as 
the Hiſtorian obſerves, could neither indure its Wounds nc 
its Remedy : *Tis want of experience in the World for an 
one to expe, that ſuch a great Revolution ſhould be brought 
about, without expoſing many to Hardſhips and Difficultiz 
But he that has Patience ſhall ſee the end of his Hope. | 

Laſtly, Let us lay afide all Animoſfities amongſt Ourſelve; 
and all Virulency againſt our Enemies. Let us be Charitah 
tothe Diſtreſſed,and mindful of thoſe that have not yet obtair 
ed their ſhare in this Deliverance. Let us perform our Vo 
and Engagements to God, which we made in our diſtreſs. 
us lay aſide Self-intereſt, and ſet ourſelves to lay the Found 
tions of a Solid Peace, in Piety and Juſtice. That the God c 
Peace may delight to bleſs us and our Governors ; and grant 
us an Intire Victory over our Enemies; a Happy Union anc 
Agreement amongſt Ourſelves : and miniſter unto us many 
more Occaſions of Thankſgiving.
